VOICE CULTURE 

THE VOICE, the greatest instrument of expression, 1s 
venerally the most neglected. Correct breathing is 
fundamental, whether for speech or song. Our method 
places all activity at the diaphragm and leaves the 
throat passive and relaxed. No one who has mastered 
this method will have speaker’s sore throat. Aiter 
technical drill, voice placing, vocal process in exercise 
the voice becomes responsive to feeling, and timbre 
(tone color) is the result.

IN VIEW of the seriousness of the crisis through which 
the world is passing, it has been deemed advisable to 
devote a portion of the School time and activity to 
patriotic work. Friday afternoon has been set apart 
for this purpose, and, as a consequence, the School has 
been able to make liberal donations of hospital supplies, 
and of knitted articles. 


It is proposed to continue this work during the coming 
year and every member of the school is asked to be a 
volunteer worker. 


A course of Drawing-Room Recitals is being arranged 
by the Principal, the proceeds to be devoted to the 
School Patriotic Fund. 


LAST MAY, Miss Mary Hamilton, Director of our 
Annual Physical Education Department, arranged our 
Patriotic Féte which was held in the Arena. The object 
of this Féte was to give to the general public an exhibition 
of the finished work of her students, and to raise funds 
for our returned disabled soldiers. Nearly four hundred 
students took part, including not only our own, but 
also those of Branksome Hall, all of whom are under 
Miss Hamilton’s direction. The Féte aroused great 
enthusiasm and was, by common consent, one of the 
most beautiful and interesting of its kind ever given 
before a Toronto audience. From the receipts of these 
Fétes the combined schools have been able to contri- 
bute $4000.00 to this good cause.
